MR. BRYAN’S LABOR PLANK. 


WA tsked for bread tad ye gave ad a fold 
brisk. 
I am sorry to make this speech to 
an Imaginary audience. 
I would like 
to speak to you. my fellow citizens, 
face to face on this subject instead of 
sitting in a corner writing a speech 
for you to read. 
But as that is out of 
the question, this is next best. 
Mr. Gompers is president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 
He 
asked the Republican convention at 
Chicago to put a plank prepared by 
bim Into its platform, and made the 
same request of the Democratic con­ 
vention at Denver. He has announced 
that he received more favorable treat- 
— nrent*at Denver than, at Chicago, and- 
that he will therefore support Bryan, 
and he advises all members of labor 
unions to do likewise. 
This is a serious proposition 
The 
union working men have as much at 
stake in the laws and government of 
their country as anyone else. As earn­ 
ers of wages it is of fundamental Im­ 
portance to them that the protective 
tariff shall be maintained in efficient 
form. As consumers of productions it 
is of like imjKirtance to them that 
abuses of the tariff which build up op­ 
pressive monopolies and increase the 
cost of living shall be corrected. 
Tt is 
vital to their interest that we shall 
have a sound financial system which 
will provide an adequate supply of 
good money to promote the prosperity 
of business. 
It is of concern to them 
that our vast foreign affairs shall be 
wisely handled. 
The nations of the 
world have much more to do with one 
another than they had in the past 
The president has to act for us all in 
international affairs. 
Voters have all 
these things to consider in choosing a 
president. 


To Shorten Arm of Law. 


Mr. Gompers advises the working­ 
men to disregard them all and vote for 
Bryan because the labor plank of the 
Democratic platform is, as he claims, 
more favorable to them than the labor 
plank in the Republican platform. 
Is 
that wiae advice? What does the Bry 
an plank promise? 
And what will it 
be worth to the unions if he should 
be elected? 
Will he be able to carry 
it out? 
As the law is now administered in 
all the courts a simple strike—that is, 
a walk out of workingmen in a body— 
is treated as a lawful method of influ­ 
encing an employer to come to terms. 
But that step often falls to bring him 
to terms. 
He usually proceeds to fill 
the places of his striking employes by 
others. 
To permit that is to give up 
the strike. 
So the strikers naturally 
turn their attention to the new men. 
They 
usually 
try 
persuasion 
first. 
When that fails the temptation is very 
strong to resort to violence. Then we 
have a state of war on a small scale. 
It Is an attempt to compel a man or 
men to yield a disputed point by 
means of punishment; and that is war. 
In such a case the natural disposition 
of men, once in a fight, is to pound 
hard3r and harder. 
Thus these little 
wr;* tend to go to a length that be­ 
comes unlawful. 
The public is very 
tolerant toward them. 
For the sake 
of the workingmen we submit to in­ 
conveniences from them 
which we 
would not endure under any other cir­ 
cumstances. 
But a point sometimes 
comes when the courts have to inter- 
fwre to restore order and protect life 
and property. 


Right there is where Mr. Gompers 
tilters his complaint. 
He wants to 
•horten the arm of the law. He wants 
more room for battle. 
He wants his 
strikers to be allowed to punish their 
employers and the public a little more 
severely than is now permitted. 
I say 
we ought to give them a1! the room we 
can. I hare great sympathy with the 
struggle* of the workingmen to better 
their condition. I believe in strike* as 
a last resort. In the present condition 
of the law there la sometimes no other 
remedy. 
And 
when 
the 
necessity 
come* and the strike is on we can ail 
afford to be very patient under the 
Inconvenience 
It is our fault—the 
fault of all of urn, that we ha-e not pro­ 
vided some lawful means of settling 
labor disputes 
Until we do the wage- 
aaroars must take care of themselves 
the best way they aaa, with safety to 
society, to fight eat their battles with 
their etapkyyer*. But there Is a Uotft. 
There Is a polit at whist* the law a 
t 
say “stop." 
had whoa that tim

wars may grow so big that they will 
get beyond the control of the law. 
Now, for this purpose—for the pur­ 
pose of calling a halt to a labor war, 
there is absolutely no means within 
the law except an injunction. Nobody 
will respect au injunction which the 
court is powerless to enforce. 
I say, 
therefore, that it is necessary, not only 
for protection of life and property 
(including business as property) in the 
particular case, but for the protection 
of society against the most serious 
dangers, that power shall reside in the 
courts to issue injunctions in labor dis­ 
putes and to enforce them with strong 
nands. 
Mr. Gompers is treading on 
delicate ground when he proposes to 
shorten the arm of the law in those 
cases. 
About the smallest use made of in­ 
junctions is in strike cases. I suppose 
that forty times as many injunctions 
are Issued in patent cases as in labor 
cases, and thirty times as many in 
corporation cases, and thirty times as 
many in divorce cases, and as many 
more in divers cases of other kinds. 
It is all but universal that the thing 
enjoined is something entirely outside 
of the courtroom, and if the order is 
disobeyed it is by an act out of the 
presence of the court. 
I have been 
practicing law for forty-eight years, 
and I never saw an injunction violated 
In the presence of the judge, and I 
never heard of such a case. 
I have 
seen men commit contempt by insult­ 
ing behavior in the courtroom, and I 
have seen them punished forthwith. 
But not for violating an injunction. 
That always occurs, when it occurs at 
all, away from the presence of the 
Judge 


Danger of Delay. 


There are peculiar difficulties in the 
enforcement of the law in strike cases. 
Take a strike like that which occurred 
at Cleveland a few weeks ago. 
Hun­ 
dreds of street-car employes were en­ 
gaged in it. Cars were stoned and de 
railed, wires cut, motormen and con­ 
ductors assaulted and dynamite freely 
used; and these things were going on 
in widely scattered parts of a great 
city at all hours of day and night. 
How could an injunction when granted 
be enforced in such a case? Ordinar 
ny the beginning of a lawsuit is the 
filing of a complaint, naming the de­ 
fendant or defendants, followed by no 
tic® to him or them of a time and place 
where to appear. 
But whom will you 
make defendant in such a case as this? 
Suppose you name a hundred or so 
and start in to serving notices. A no 
lice would be no notice that did not 
give reasonable time to hire a lawyer 
and prepare a defense. While the no 
tioes are being served and the lawyers 
are making up their papers and dis 
puting over questions of law in court 
the strikers are pressing their fight 
This is the 
time when, very likely, 
they have just got the employer In a 
comer where they think that if they 
can hammer him a little while longer 
he will give up. 
In many cases the 
injury which the injunction was sought 
to prevent would be done before the 
writ could issue. 
It is plain that the 
procedure in ordinary cases may be 
inadequate 
labor disputes. 
The reason why is manifest. 
We 
tolerate strikes in the early stages. 
We want to give the strikers all the 
room we dare to maintain their just 
rights. 
We don't interfere until the 
situation becomes serious. 
By that 
time there is apt to be hot blood up. 
Disorderly fellows who have no real 
part or lot with the union men Join in 
with the strikers. No remedy will auf 
flee except a swift and summary one 
Injustice may be done sometimes tc 
individuals; but all the law and the 
court can do is to proceed as carefully 
as possible; and that they do do as a 
rule. 
I think that the aggregate 
amount of wrong which has been done 
by the courts to strikers is small. 


Bryan's Labor Platform. 


Now, what change of the law does 
Mr. Bryan’s platform propose? 
Hi* 
labor plank mentions three. 
First, a 
jury trial in cases of “indirect con­ 
tempt.’’ 
The second is this: 
“That 
injunctions should not be issued in an; 
case in which Injunctions would not 
issue if no industrial dispute were in 
volvsd.” And the third is this: 
“The 
expanding 
organization 
of 
industry 
makes it essential that there should 
bo no abridgment of the right of wag** 
earners and producers to organize for 
the protection of wages and the im 
proveraent of labor conditions to the 
end that such labor organizations and 
their members should not be regarded 
as illegal combinations In restraint ol 
trade.’’ 
These 
propositions 
are 
all 
bun­ 
combe, delusive promises that mean 
nothing 
Let us see: 
“Indirect con 
tempt” is a trite Bryan phrase. 
It 
•Mods as though it meant seme mild, 
half innocent form of oentempt; but it 


means, lf It means anything, disoledl- 
! once of the order of the court outside 
the courtroom. 
But an injunction In 
a strike case is made to have effect 
outside the courtroom, not inside the 
courtroom. 
It cannot be obeyed or 
disobeyed anywhere else. 
This prop­ 
osition means then, in effect, that the 
courts shall have no power in enforc­ 
ing injunctions or injunctional orders 
except with the approval of a jury. 
This would require a formal charge, 
arraignment arui trial by jury of per­ 
sons alleged to have disobeyed the or­ 
der of the court. 
They would be en 
titled to offer any and all reasons of 
law or fact upon which they could 
claim that they should not suffer fine 
or imprisonment. 
The jurisdiction of 
the court to make the order would bo 
the first question. 
Due service of no­ 
tice would be the next. The construc­ 
tion and meaning of the order would 
also come in. 
The judge who issued 
the injunction would be on trial as 
much as the defendants. 
It must, be 
manifest to any reflecting person that 
injunctions subjectrTo such vet 
by a jury would be ineffectual in the 
very cases in which they would be 
most important. 
it is not entirely clear whether it is 
intended by this plank that the pro­ 
posed change in the law shall apply to 
all injunctions, or only to those issued 
in labor disputes. 
If the former, it 
would derange the whole system of 
equity jurisprudence and cripple the 
power of the court in a hundred other 
cases where it would effect that power 
in one labor case. 
If the latter, it 
would require the enactment of a spe­ 
cial law for labor cases. 
I am not as 
much afraid as some people of “class 
legislation.’’ 
It is sometimes wise. 
But it would be peculiarly unwise 
here. 
If the court has made a lawful 
and just order the question whether 
the defendant has obeyed it or not is a 
very simple one; and yet one which a 
jury, under the pressure of popular ex­ 
citement, might be unable to try with 
impartiality, and most unable in . 
most important cases. 
It is impossible to foresee how vio­ 
lent labor war may become. 
The un 
ions are bending every effort to in 
crease their power by getting their 
fellow craftsmen into their ranks and 
unionizing shops and 
employments. 
As they feel themselves better able 
to give battle they will make larger 
demands which employers will resist 
with stubbornness. 
I think we shall 
ultimately find a way to the peaceful 
solution of labor questions, but it will 
be through many struggles yet. 
To 
what lengths those fights may go no 
one can tell. 
I heard Mr. Gompers 
say oil a public platform in Chicago— 
I think it was at the first trust confer­ 
ence in 1899: “We will strike when we 
please and for what we please; we 
will strike for good cause, or for no 
cause.’’ 
When the occupant of the 
highest office in the labor world allows 
himself to express such a sentiment, 
to what extremes may not hot-headed 
young men go? 
Man .3 only a par­ 
tially tamed animal. 
When the tiger 
In him gets the upper hand he knows 
no law. 
Have we forgotten the burn­ 
ing of the courthouse in Cincinnati; 
the destruction of railroad property at 
Pittsburgh, and the civil war at Chi­ 
cago? 
These things were trifles com­ 
pared with what might be and may 
be. 
The solemn and im portant thing 
to remember is that flower must re­ 
side somewhere iu the government to 
save society from anarchy in any sit­ 
uation liable to arise. 
Such a power 
can reside only in one or both of two 
departments—the courts or the army. 
Every good man must desire that the 
oourts shall always be able to perform 
that duty without calling on the army. 
In order that they shall be they must 
have jurisdiction and power to deal 
with extreme emergencies by extreme 
measures. 
Mr. Bryan’s proposal to 
curtail that power by making the en­ 
forcement of an injunction dependent 
upon the approval of a jury is the one 
third of error in his labor plank. 
I 
hare said that that the other two- 
thirds are buncombe. Let us see. 


Mere Buncombe. 


His second proposition is that in­ 
junctions should not be issued iu any 
oases in which an injunction would not 
issue if no Industrial dispute were in 
volved. 
They never are. 
Injunctions 
In strike cases are issued against men 
who are doing or threatening to do 
some act in violation of law to the in 
Jury of others. 
The same Injunction 
woald be issued against the sam** men 
under the same circumstances if there 
were no industrial 
question in the 
ors*. 
The language of the platform 
I* deceptive 
A workingman would 
naturally infer from it that the courts 
have been discriminating against the 
unions in the issuance of Injunctions 
and that if Mr. Bryan can hare Ma 
way that diacri buBuuIoq will ceaae, ail 


of which la entirely misleading. 
The 
courts In granting injunctions in strike 
cases deal with the men as individuals 
doing certain acts without any regard 
to whether they are union men or not. 
The same thing is to be said of the 
third subdivision of Mr. Bryan’s labor 
plank. 
It is to the effect that there 
should be no abridgment of the right 
of wage-earners and producers to or­ 
ganize and that their organizations 
and their members should not be re 
garded as illegal combinations in re­ 
straint of trade. This is another com­ 
plaint of a wrong which does not ex 
1st. There has been no abridgment of 
the right of organization by wage 
earners or producers by the law or the 
courts, and no one proposes any; and 
no court has ever held such organza 
tions to be illegal combinations in re­ 
straint of trade. Such an organization 
may turn itself into a combination in 
restraint of trade, as where the mem­ 
bers of a union conspire together to 
interfere with the operation of a rail­ 
road. But that is not because the men 
revs of a union orithe dispute 
is an industrial one. 
If they should 
do the same things with like common 
purpose they would form an illegal 
combination, although none of them 
Were members of a union. They might 
he an unorganized body of farmers act­ 
ing together to try to compel a rail­ 
road to haul their wheat to market at 
reduced rates. The implication of the 
platform that labor organizations as 
such have been held to be illegal com­ 
binations in restraint of trade Is un­ 
true. 
T think there might he some useful 
legislation on the subject of procedure 
in striae cases relating particularly to 
notice—how it shall be given and the 
effect of it, and requiring an early 
hearing; and, perhaps, authorizing a 
change of judge upon request of tho 
defendants. 
But there should be no 
change that would diminish the power 
of the court to deal effectively with 
every case according to the emergency 
presented. 
Of Mr. Bryan’s proposals 
only one of the three would mean any 
change in the existing law and prac­ 
tice, and that a vicious and dangerous 
change; the other two are humbugs 
designed to pull w'ool over the eyes of 
union workingmen. 
Friend of the Unions. 
I cannot have the subject without 
repeating that what I have said is in 
no spirit of hostility to organized la 
bor. The labor unions are fighting the 
battle for a higher civilization for all 
of us—not always just as wisely as 
they might, but upon the whole, as 
well as they can: and upon the whole 
also, successfully. 
Every strike helps 
toward the final solution of the prob­ 
lem—even those that fail of immedi­ 
ate success. 
In this long and difficult 
struggle the unions are entitled to our 
hearty and generous support. 
But it must not be forgotten that our 
little labor wars have elements of dan­ 
ger in them which must be guarded 
against. 
We must not forget the im­ 
petuosity of excited human nature. 
For the purjiose of setting bounds to 
the violence of strikers it is better to 
rely on the courts than on the army. 
The courts will sometimes make mis­ 
takes. 
They do that in all kinds of 
cases. 
Nevertheless, we cannot do 
better than, first, to equip them with 
the best men we have, and then stand 
by them and uphold their authority. 
I arn not now making any general 
argument against Mr. Bryan. 
I ani 
dealing solely with Mr. Gompers’s rec­ 
ommendation to members of labor un­ 
ions to vote for Bryan because of the 
labor plank in his platform; arid I ani 
addressing myself particularly to Re­ 
publican union workingmen; and I say 
to them on what stems to me to be 
the highest grounds of public duty, 
that they ought not to follow Mr. Dom 
pers’s advice.

that his election could not hurt th# 
country because any fad he might fur­ 
ther in the White House would be 
blocked 
by the Republican 
senate. 
This excuse is not plausible. 
And 
surely the people will not approve of 
presenting him with the presidency 
and its $200,000 salary, excluding per 
quisites, on the pretext that he could 
do no harm. But that apart. 
Bryan as president could do much 
harm, passively as w*ell as actively, 
His election would affect general in 
dustry injuriously. 
Creating distrust, 
it would keep idle the mills now idle 
and tend to shut down factories ail 
over the country now running. 
Bryan 
is still a disturbing factor, political 
and commercial. 
Business would not 
be crippled for years by his election 
Business can get in harmony with its 
environment, even when that is re­ 
strictive, hut for at least one-fourth 
and maybe one half of his term it 
would be crippled by the lack of con 
ftdence 
in 
the 
immediate 
future 
While it halted the whole land would 
suffer, farmers as well as factory work­ 
ers. 
But that is not the only argu­ 
ment against even the “new Bryan.’’

Annexation Treaty. 


Brussels, Sept. 10.—To an acco m pan­ 
iment of cries from the Co nservatives 
of “Long live the king,” the Belgian 
senate ado pted the Congo annexatio n 
treaty and the colonial charter. 
It en­ 
dorsed also the views of the cham ber 
of deputies that Belgium should be 
responsible fo r the Congo debt only in 
case a special law made (his obliga­ 
tory. 
The Congo annexation treaty 
was

ed the highest praise to the crew for 
their splendid pluck aud endurance dis­ 
played in the face of the gravest h ard ­ 
ships and discouragem ents, and to the 
t a r for fine perform ance. 
All agree that 
the record made by the Thom as in the 
race is u nparalleled in sport and that its 
victory is a great trium ph for the A m eri­ 
can industry. 
Of the more experienced automobilists, 
few expected any of the cars to reach 
Paris. 
Aside from th e daring trip pro­ 
jected through A laska, they did not be­ 
lieve it possible for a car to cross the 
United S tates in the face of a western 
w inter and finish the trip in condition to 
continue the journey through the wilds 
o f untraveled 
Siberia 
and 
Manchuria. 
T h e stability shown by the ears in the 
face of such conditions they regard as 
a significant tribute to the advance of 
automobile m an u factu rers. T he race was 
not a question of speed, although speed 
was shown m any tim es during the race, 
but it was a question of endurance of 
man and machine. 
P o th stood the test 
phenomenally. 
American Car Best. 
’Idle American m anufacturers ar** n at­ 
urally delighted with th e success atten d ­ 
ing tho Thom as, arguing that the A m er­ 
ican car can com pete on an equal foot­ 
ing with the foreign m ade machine, es­ 
pecially in view of the fact that tler- 
man.v, 
Italy, and 
F ra n ce 
were repre­ 
sented in the race, the latter country by 
three cars. 
T he Tliomaa car required 112 days to 
complete the distance from New York 
to San Francisco and from Vladivostok 
to Paris, a total of 12,IKM) miles on the 
road.

programme, to Seattle by boat and there 
re-embarked for

where it was to begin the run across 
Alaska from Valdes to Nome. 
Alaskan Trip Impossible. 
Finding the trail across Alaska im pas­ 
sable, it returned to Seattle, took ship 
from Seattle to Yokohama, and then to 
Kobe, in Ja p an , crossing Ja p a n under 
its own power to T surugu, on the J a p ­ 
anese sea. 
This portion of its road jo u r­ 
ney had no bearing on the race w hat­ 
ever and was undertaken only as 
a m eans 
of reaching Vladivostok. It started from 
Vladivostok on May 22 for Puns, occu­ 
pying seventy days on the road through 
Asia 
and 
Europe* and 
covering 8280 
miles. 
The distance run in crossing the 
United States w as 3830 miles. 
T h e Protos, 
which 
arrived in 
P aris I 
three days ahead of the Thomas, took J 
sixty-five days for the run from Vludi- :

2080 miles, ami then shipped by railroad : 
to Seattle.

Thomas Led in America.

It gained a day on the 
aud increased (his lead 
way across the western 
United States. 
It ran 
into San Francisco, the term inus of the 
American route in forty-tw o days from 
New York. 
T h e Italian Zust followed 
it into San Francisco eleven days later, 
while the French De Dion arrived there 
three days afte r the /lis t. 
T he Protos 
car was then broken dow n at Kelton, in 
U tah. 1200 miles from its destination, 
and did not start on lite road again until 
eight days later, when tin* T h o m a s was 
on its way back from Alaska 
It ran 
only to Pocatello and wus then shipped 
arriving in Seattle in tim e to sail ahead 
of the Thom as for \ ladivostok. 
O vertakes Protos. 
In the run across Asia from Vladi­ 
vostok the Protos started an hour before 
the 
Thomas, 
but 
the 
American 
ear 
passed it 
within sixteen miles of the 
start.

continued and led tin* way for ninety 
miles to Nikolsk.

1800 miles overtook it on the 
shore of Lake Baikal, nearly a month 
later. 
Delayed in T ransit. 
T hough the Am erican car caught the 
G erm an bere, it was delayed by a bit of 
ill-luck.

when their car w as loaded for transport 
across the lake while but four minutes 
remained before the tim e of departure.

thought of going in the P a ris race. 
A t the last m inute the selected mech­ 


anician for the trip refused to go, and

M ontague Roberts drove the ear from 
N ew York to Cheyenne, but S huster saw 
it through the snow drifts of Indiana and 
nil their attendant hardships.

In a Drowned Volcano’s C rater in Ore­ 
gon. 


T h e new* C rater lake, N ational park, ’n 
Oregon, already bids fa ir to rival as a 
resort for tourists tile fam o u s Yosemite 
valley. 
People are beginning to visit in 
g rea t numbers, attracted by the unique 
and spectacular scenic featu res which 
it offers, and the approach to it, hitherto 
so m ew h at difficult, is being m ade much 
easier by a railroad now in process of 
construction. 
C rater lake gets its nam e from the fact 
th a t it occupies the cra ter of an extinct 
volcano. 
Five miles in diam eter, and 
nearly circular iii shape, it is the deepest 
body of fresh w ater in A m erica. Sound­ 
ings have fixed its depth at 2000 feet. 
Only one lake in the 
world, 
th a t of 
B aikal, is deeper—by 400 feet. 
I i i oth­ 
er respects, however, 
ii is 
nltogetlier 
unique. 
Encircled as it 
is by almost 
vertical cliffs which are reflected in the 
• lear and brilliant blue of tile w ater, it 
presents to the eye a spectacle unsur­ 
passed. 
As a great natural and scenic feature 
of this country. C rater lake ran k s with 
N iagara falls and the G ran d canyon of 
the Colorado. 
It is unique, and in its 
w ay unrivaled. 
There a re in the United 
S tates 
hundreds of 
ex tin ct 
volcanic 
craters, but this is our only great one. 
T hink of it! 
'Jins m ighty hole in the 
sum m it of the Cascade ran g e is nearly 
six miles in diameter aud over two-thirds 
of a mile in depth. 
O nce upon a time 
it w as filled with boiling lava; today 
it 
contains a 
beautiful 
la ke of fresh 
w ater, which is encircled by ti ring of 
precipitous cliffs from 500 to 2500 feet 
high, w ithout break or outlet. 
T h e extraordinary depth of the lake 
naturally led to a widespread popular be­ 
lief ta the effect that it had no bottom. 
It is ii fam iliar kind of delusion. Any 
sum!! body of water, w herever found, 
whose bottom is beyond reach by the 
longest fishing lines is sure to gain the 
repute of being bottomless. 
W ithin two 
m ile s ut New Haven, < ’oui)., is a 
in the hills that is occupied by a large 
pond 
c a l i d 
Lake Saltoustall. 
Though 
considerably less than 200 feet in depth, 
it is declared by people who live in its 
neighlx>rbood to have 
no bottom. 
No 
wonder, then, that C rater lake, w ith an 
actual depth of 2000 feet, should 
be 
imagined to possess no floor w h atev er! -

S hakespeare’s Religion. 
All attem p ts to attach to Shakespeare 
the label of this or th a t denomination 
or form of faith w ithin, or without, the 
C hristian communion have in a certain 
sense failed. 
It was not his business, 
we m ay even say it w as not his policy 
—for policy in religion w as a m atter of 
some im portance in the reign of E liza­ 
b eth —to declare his religious beliefs. In 
so far as he was a private individual his 
faith w as his own business, while in so 
fa r as he w as a dram atist his declara­ 
tions of faith w ere part of his art. 
H ow ever, it is tru e enough to say th at 
the form and fashion of the old faith 
fascinated his n atu re in a w ay that w as 
impossible with 
the reform ed 
religion. 
W hen we read of the plays it is impos­ 
sible to believe th a t tile age of the refor­ 
mation has come and gone. 
T he faith 
of the middle ages inspires and pervades 
the plays to an extent and in a fashion 
th a t it is due to deliberate preference. 
T h e form ulas of holy church, oaths and 
phrases draw n from the c re e ls and gos­ 
pels are ever on the lips of his people. 
IL* shows ft m inute ami intim ate knowl­ 
edge of tin* highly technical precepts of 
the old faith. 
No detuil is w anting of 
church 
life, 
from the carrying of the j 
“chrisom child” to "th e bringing home 
of bell and burial.” 
H oly church en­ 
vironed the creations 
of 
Shakespeare 
from the cradle to tile grave. 
The C a th ­ 
olic position was. in fact, his position, 
though there is evidence he did not rec­ 
ognize the papal authority. 
W hat then. 
w e may ask. did he think of the vital 
Question of all religion—the life to come? 
T h e introductory p ara g ra p h of Shake- 
peure’s will seems to give us a direct I 
state m en t of this belief: 
“ I com mand 
my soul 
unto the hands of God my 
creator, hoping and assuredly believing, 
through the only m erits of Jesus Christ 
my Saviour, to be m ade p artak er of life 
everlasting.” 
T h e plays taken as a whole give the 
reader certain definite impressions. W e 
notice, for instance, a profound reticence

S hakespeare could have w ritten another 
“E v ery m a n " had he chosen; but he did 
not choose. "T he play’s the thing w here­ 
with to touch the conscience of the king.” 
Man as he is, not as he is to he, was 
the them e of the dram atist. 
Moreover, 
as an “Old Catholic,” he could not well 
place upon the stage the essential m ys­ 
teries of his faith. 
But, nevertheless, the m aster of tra g ­ 
edy could not but touch continually the 
problem of w hat follows this fretful, fev­ 
erish life. 
T he d u k e s w ords to Isabella, 
on his brother's supposed death, seem to 
show a definite conception of the life to 
come— 
Bot peace be with hisn! 
rhat, life E better life, past fearing death. 
Ilian that which lives to fear; make It your 
corn fort, 
So happy is your brother. 
It is 
but rarely 
th a t Shakespeare 
comes to close q u a rte rs with tile m ys­ 
tery of the life after death, although he 
does not hesitate to use freely the w’hole 
m achinery of spirits, ap p aritio n s and un­ 
earthly visitants. 
T he m a tte r is too sa­ 
cred, too far-reaching for the playhouse. 
S h akespeare never forgot that lie was 
primarily, so far as his own age went, a 
playw right.

touches 
both the fact and 
the philoso­ 
phy 
of 
the subject. 
Ile deliberately 
gives a 
verisimilitude to tin appearance 
of the ghost with the cry:

I can give th e nam es of only two am u 
on that com mittee, these being A nth o n y 
M. 'Tyler of this tow n and H orace G a te s 
of the tow n of I Ilion, there being no 
town of Maim* then. 
In addition to tho 
com m ittee o ther men and 
large 
boyo 
joined the drive. 
T he outfit for each 
m an was a dog, if Ii** had one, a gun 
and plenty of am m unition and a large 
cow bell. 
N ights they stood on guard, 
ringing the cow bells and shooting off 
their guns so the wolves would not 
back. 
T h e m arch com m enced about half way* 
between 
H a rtfo rd 
Mills 
and 
R ichford 
and 
was 
form ed 
east 
toward 
H u n t ’s 
corners 
and 
w est toward 
Slaterville. 
T h e signal to ma reb south was th e fir­ 
ing of a gun at N orth 
Richford, 
then 
every man on the line th at had a g un 
fired it and every one rung hts cow bell.
